A Court of Inguiry wag beld yesterday, at 10 
am., ot the United States Cunsulate, to enquire 
inte the loss of.the steamship Suwonada, Pre 
eent : D. B, Builey, Beq., United States Consul, 
president; Flec.Cuptain 'L.- 3, Niehola, cbief 
of staf of the Tuited States: Flagehip Colorado ;

Tue fret witnves, Mr. O, Wilson, lute chief 
officer of the Sutwonada, was then called, and 
being duly sworn stutcd tint the . steamer 
sailed from Honykong fully equipped and wian- 
ned for the voyaye she, waa about to. tinder. 
tike; and that ube proceeded upon ber voyage in 
the usual way; and in reply to a question from 
Captain Toppin whether tha ship when under 
the command of Cape, Jayne bad been through 
Hoitan Strnits,. stated that the Log Book 
frecorded that sbe bad wade’ the « passage 
through when drawing 183 ft:--of water; 
and -furtber enquiry: frour the Court clicit- 
ed the fact that she waa drawing bot 13 
feet 6 inches when leiving Hongkong upon 
her agi voyages, Witness. was duked by Capt. 
Nichola.to stite the rise and fall of the tide in 
the Huitan Straits,-and replied that, it was 16 
feet. Being questioned ag to bis experience on 
the ¢. ast, be stated that be had passed throagh 
the Haitan Straits many times soring the past 
ehvht years, and never heard of a rock existing 
in that channel, The witueus gave details con- 
cerning the occurrence, confirmatory in-every 
feapect of. thoay ylrendy published, eapeciully 
iu regsrd to the gvod order aod discipling of 
both crew and passengers, and tho threatened 
attnck by the piraticul' boats. 3 

Charles McLean, chief engineer, was then 
called, and deposed thut in hie departmtent 
the veexel was fully equipped ond in order. ~ He 
uleo testified tivit ufter the aecideut be found 
it imp ssible tu keop‘ the leak under with. df 
‘the ateam pumps, including the bilge injection.
